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DELAY OF CIVIC BUSINESS. 


Though two busy months of the 
year are almost gone the civic ma- 
chinery designed by the city charter 
is still incomplete and the council 
are not abreast of the general bus- 
iness which has arisen. In a mea- 
sure the latter fact may be due to 
the former. <2 

The purpose of the provision made 
in the charter for the appointment of 
city commis:ioners was to rejieve the 
Aldermen from the details of munici- 
pal business and leave them free to 
direct the genera! policy and oversee 
the affairs of the city. Considerable 
time was lost in selecting the two 
commissioners to be appointed and 
ne of thesé has not yct tiken up 
his duties. The abseace of Mazyor 
McKenzie nt Ottawa lefi only one 
commissioner ‘on duty and though 
the places of the absent officials are 
peing capably filled by Alderman May 
and McLeed the dcrangemert of 
business made unavoidable by a fre- 
quent change bf officials will probab- 
ly be considerable. An ilimstration 
of this is afforded in the fact that 
preparations for the contemplated 
water and sewer service extentions 
are at a standstill. The material for 
this work was ordered some time 
since and a portion has already ar- 
rived. No contracts for the labor 
howerer have been let and it is not 
definitely known bow many  exten-: 
sions will be made or what the pro- 
bable completed cost of the work to 
.be done during the present year’ will 
be, these matters having been left 
unti} the arrival of Mr. Hargreaves. 

Nor is the council] certain of the 
powers, responsibilities and duties of 
the commissioners. This was shown 
at the meeting on Friday evening 
f2et when a lengthy discussion arose 
over the method of certifying ac- 
counts. The account im question 
was for the payment of sewef pipe 
the purchase of which was ordered 
by the council some time since. ,The 
bill was tertified by the city enginecr 
but it was haléd hy some Aldermen 
and finally resolved that the account 
should be investigated by the finance 
committee as well as by the Finance 
Commissioner before coming up to 
the council for payment. -Consider- 
able difference of opinion developed 
over the point amd erved to make 
it clear that the Aldermen are not 
unanimous in their interpretation of 
the do its which shoud be ploced up- 
on the Commissioners. This uncer- 
tainty is beund to dater the pro- 
gress of the council very matericlly 
If an account for goods purchased in 
such guantities and at such prices as 
the council direst and the receipt of 
which is acknowledged oy the city 
engineer require the endoration of 
a commiltce of the edaacil as well as 
that of the Finance Commissioner it 
is not clear that the appointment of 
a Finance Commissioner has lessened 
or cen lessen the volume of detzsil 
work devolving on the council. 

There delays /n getting the gorern- 
mental machinery provided by the 
charter inte normal working eondi- 
tions have necessarily retarded and 
will continue to retard the progress 
of the rouncii in the general business
